BERLIN, Jan. 30 (by wireless to Lon- 
éon).—German troops captured 746 
French soldiers and 12 machine guns 
in the western part of the Argonne for- 
est yesterday, according to the official 
announcement made by the War Office 
today. Of these men 12 were officers, 
The Germans cap- 
tured also 10 smaller guns. The enemy’s 


~Josses were heavy, from 400 to 500 dead 


men having been left on the field of 
battle. The. French infantry regiment 
No. '155 seems to have been annihilated. 
The German losses were comparatively 
slight. The text of the communication 
follows: 

“The French losses in the fighting 
to the north of Nieuport, Jan. 28, 
were heavy. Over 300 Moroccans and 
Algerians were found dead in the 
sand dunes. German artillery yester- 
day hampered the enemy in his ef- 
forts to make his way by sapping 
operations in the direction of the 
sand hill which is to the east of the 
lighthouse. To the south of Le 
Bassee Canal last night the Ger- 
mans captured from the French at 
this point two more trenches which

cupied by us Jan. 2%. In this opera- 
tion we mede @ prisoners. 

_ “In the western part of the argonne 

forest a Gorman attack delivered 
yesterday resulted in a considerable 
advance. Twelve officers and 73) 
soldiers were taken prisoner.

The losses of the 
‘enemy were heavy, from 40 to 500 
dead having been left on the field of 
battle.

Federal Judge Pollock Assesses 
Convicted Men From $1000 
to* $5000. 


SOME TO PENITENTIARY 


Others Will Serve Their Time 
in Jail—L. H. Kennedy Most 
Severely Punished. 


Judge John C. Pollock, in the United 
States District Court today sentenced 
the eight men who were convicted by 
juries of violating the Federal oleomar- 
garine law, and the 193 who entered 
pleas of guilty. 

Penitentiary sentences, jail sentences 
and fines were inflicted by the Court 
un the different offenders, according to 
the extent of their connection with what 
Judge Pollock declared to be “an or- 
ganization of moonshiners, formed for 
the purpose of violating the law in St. 
Louis.” 

May Gets 3-Year Sentence .

CANDY CO. RECORDS 
SHOWN AT INQUIRY 


$24,150 Note Given by Plow’s 
Directors to Firm Head En- 
tered Four Months Later. 


INDORSED OVER TO WIFE 


2 on Claim War Had: Affected 
Company’s Business, 


Inquiry yesterday before Referee in 
Bankruptcy Coles into the affairs of 
the Plows Candy Co., which went into 
voluntary bankruptcy Jan. 2, because 
its customers seemed to have quit 
eating candy when the war began, 
disclosed that a note for $24,150, pur- 
porting to have been given to Dr. 
A. F. Johnson, president of the com- 
pany, by the Board of Directors Aug. 


31, 1914, was not entered in the jour- 
nal until Dec. 28. 

The recorg of the board’s action, 
although bearing date of Aug. 31, did 
not appear on the pages of the min- 
ute book as of that date, but was in- 
serted on a sheet of paper after the 
page bearing record of a meeting of 
Sept. 25. Although this loose-leaf en- 
try bore the date of Aug. 31, and the 
signature of E. E. Dyson as a direc- 
tor, the same book showed that Dy- 
son was not elected a director until 
Sept. 15. 

These facts were brought out by 
Attorney J. M. Lashly, representing 
creditors, 
er Jr., secretary and treasurer of the 
company, and Johnson, the president. 
It was also shown that during the 
laiter part of 1914, when preparations 
were being made for the firm to, go 
into voluntary bankruptcy, $8000 was 
paid to the Central National Bank to 
release notes which were indarsed 
by Dr. Johnson, and that two com- 
mercial accounts which he had in- 
dorsed were also paid. When the firm 
went into bankruptcy its liabilities 
were given as $42,076.97, and its as- 
sets were claimed to be $40,415.14. 

Sales Accounts Missing. 

The note for $24,150 appeared on 
the list of liabilities as having been 
indorsed over by Johnson to his wife, 
Mrs. Nora Johnson, who has filed it 
as a claim against the estate. It is 
alleged by Johnson and. Scherer to 
represent money advanced by John- 
son from time to time to the firm. 
.An effort is to be made to enforce a 
counter claim against Johnson for the 
$80 paid to the bank and also for $3000 
worth of stock which he appears to 
Lave received in excess of the $15,000 
worth of stock for which he paid. 

The hearing disclosed that the bank 
book and sales account of the retail 
store, 521 Olive street, conducted by 
Mrs. Johnson, which would show the 
receipts of the heavy Christmas trade, 
have not been found by the trustee, 
Oliver Blackinton. Referee Coles sug- 
gested that it would be desirable to 
Lave Mrs. Johnson brought in to ex- 
plain what had become of them. Scher- 
er said he understood the receipts at 
the retail store ‘were $4000 in one week 
avring the Christmas rush. 

Scherer testified that the wholesale 
oranch of which he had charge, was 
doing a businescs of $500 a day, mostly 
in the South, when the war began, and 
that it then fell off to almost nothing. 
On Oct. 20, because of a difference of 
ypinion with Dr. Johnson as to whether 
notes and accounts which Johnson had 
indorsea ‘should #e paid before the 
claims of other creditors, Scherer mailed 
his resignation to Johnson. 

Says He Was “Acting the Goat.” 

“7? was practically acting the goat,’ 
he said, ‘and I got tired of it. I felt 
that we had better quit where we were 
and throw up the sponge.’ 

His understanding, he said, was that 
all the receipts at the Olive street store 
during*November and December, except 
what was needed for current expenses, 
were used to pay notes at the bank, on 
yhich Johnson was indorser. At the 
factory there was a cleaning up, pre- 
paratory to the filing of the bankruptcy 
proceedings. The material on hand was 
workéd up and only such purchases 
were made as were actually necessary. 
Dr. Jolinson, according to Scherer, 
checked at will against both the whole- 
sale and retail accounts at the bank. 
On Dec. 24 it was found that he had 
overdrawn. A few days before that 
there was a balance of $1400. Current 
collectable accounts were turned over 
to the bank to cover the overdraft. 
Scherer said that the note for $24,500 
was written by him. Although it was 
dated Aug. 31, his impression was that 
it was made out somewhat later, prob- 
ably about Sept. 20. Lashly wanted to 
now if it was not made out Dec. 31. 
Scherer thought not. He was confront- 
ed with’ the firm’s. books, which showed 
that it was entered in the notes and 
hills payable account under date of 
Dec. 28. He explained that he had ne- 
giected to enter it in the journal and 
had carried it as an open account until 
that date.

MINER TELLS OF 
DREARY STRUGGLE 
IN COLORADO CAMPS 


Lawson, Official of Union, Says 
Company Owns Everything, 
. "Even the Coroners. 


[ACCIDENTS ARE “SUICIDE” 


Declares Rockefeller Gives 
Money for Birds While Ex- 
Employes Are Starving. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—John R. Law- 
son, executive board member for Colo- 
rado of the United Mine Workers of 
America, who yesterday denounced con- 
ditions in the Colorado mining camps 


in his testimony before the Federal In- 


dustrial Relations Commission and 


sharply arraigned John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. for his alleged failure to inform 
himself as to conditions there, continued 
his testimony today. 

“There is no social tife in the camps,” 
Lawson said. “The companies own all 
the houses, ground, schools, churches 
and stores. Complete despotism exists 
in the mining camps.” 

Lawson read into the record a long 
Hist of the various accidents in coal 
mines and a list of the men killed by 
violence in the Colorade mining camps 
in 1913. This was déne, he said, so that 
the commission might know how many 
widows and fatherless children there 
were in Colorado. 

“And they get an average of $305.4 
if the father and husband is killed,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘What can they do in Hfe with 
$305.40? What chance have they got?’ 

The men worked :in the mines, the 
witness said, because they were forced, 
not because they wanted to. 

Company Coroner Holds Inquest. 

“If they complain, it is ‘down the can- 
yon for theirs’,’”’ he said. “And if the 
man who does work is hurt he is taken 
to a company hospital. If he dies, ; 
company coroner conducts the inquest 
over the body—as long as I can remem- 
ber, only two verdicts unfavorable to 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. have 
been found—and I think the Company 
furnished the cemeteries. The coroners 
have a habit of giving a verdict of 
suicide or death due to carelessless. One 
corener wrote, in a certain case, that 
the victim of an accident had ‘no rela- 
tives and damned few friends.’ ”’ 

No coal miner, Lawson said, eve. 
shirked his duty in protecting life and 
the interests of the operators. Company 
detectives and gunmen constantly spied 
on the men to see that they did not get 
together. This applied to the Camps 
where there were no unions. In union 
camps, Lawson testified, COnEEIONS were 
entirely different. 

University Promised Aid. 

The University of Colorado, he said, 
had promised the United Mine Workers 
of America that it would extend its 
work into the coal camps so that the 
men might have an opportunity to edu- 
cate themselves. In the non-union camps 
there was occasionally a dance, the wit- 
ness said, but no other amusements or 
recreations. 

Lawson called the* Commissioner’s at- 
tention to a statement which he said 
was made by John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
April 6, 1914, in which Rockefeller was 
quoted as saying that the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co., would never recognize the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
that it was a fight to the finish. 

“Two weeks after that, to the day, 
came Ludlow,’’ Lawson said. “I do 
not know whether there was any con- 
nection between these two things. I 
hope not. A than like Mr. Rockefeller 
should be careful of the things he says, 
however.” 


Tells of Law Violations. 

The witness discussed the payment of 
workmen in scrip, redeemable for mer- 
chandise at company stores, and the 
employment of check weighmen who 
are paid by the miners to see that the 
company does not cheat the men in 
weighing coal on the tipple. There was 
a law in Colorado, Lawson said, pro- 
viding for check weighmen; in spite 
of that, the law was frequently vio- 
lated by the operators. When weigh- 
men are selected, he continued, the 
companies “see to it that safe men,’’ 
from their viewpoint, are chosen. 

Lawson thought it was a mistake on 
the part of the organized labor to re- 
elect union officials who had been con- 
victed of violence of the use of dyna- 
mite. 

The witness read a list of the laws 
of Colorado, which he sgid thé cor- 
porations in that State had violated. 
The list included laws providing for 
weighmen, an eight-hour day and the 
right to join labor organizations. Com- 
missioner Weinstock asked if it were a 
fact that the Colorado Fuel & Iron Go. 
had refused to treat with the United 
Mine Workers of Amerfca on the 
grounds that the mine workers were 
lawbreakers. “That was one of the 
charges,’’ replied the witness. 

Commissioner Weinstock read a no- 
tice distributed by the United Mine 
Workers of America calling upon the 
mine workers to form into companies 
arid arm themselves. He asked the 
witness if that action did not consti- 
tute a defiqnee of the laws of Colorado, 
or, being a call to arms, a rebellion. 

“That is no violation of the law,’’

Dr. Adcox tola a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter this morning that his wife was 
in Salt Lake City with her daughter, 
and that he expected his wife to re- 
turn in a few days. She has telegraphed 
to him that her daughter is now Mrs 
Michael Bohart, and that. she is well, 
but she has not told why the young 
woman remained silent so long. 

After Miss Ishler, at the age of 17, 
left St. Louis, her mother heard that 
she had been seen by a friend of the 
family in Denver. Beyond that point 
she was never. able to trace her, but 
she believed the young woman had 
»robably gone to the Pacific Coast, and 
after the San Francisco earthquake in 
1906, she was never able to rid herself 
of the idea that the missing girl was 
one of the unrecognized dead in that 
disaster.

As a witness before the commission 
yesterday Lawson criticised the policy 
of the Rockefeller Foundation and as- 
serted that John D. Rockefeller Jr, 
showed a lack of knowledge of condi- 
tions in the Colorado coai fields. 

19 Indictments Against Lawson. 

Lawson said there were 19 indict- 
ments pending against him in’ Colo- 
rado, “with one grand jury still out.” 
There are 14 indictments charging 
murder, one arson, two assaults with 
intent to kill and some for restraint 
of trade.. Altogether, he said, 3000 
coal miners were under indictment 
in Colorado; and not an operator has 
been indicted. 

Lawson said he was shot down 

some years ago by an operator. The 
operator was arrested by a friend and 
kept a prisoner in his home. When 
the hearing came up,* Lawson said, 
the District Attorney, John lL. Gray, 
said the case should not be pressed 
as it was “a charge growing out of 
a strike.” So the operator was dis- 
charged. 
Amos Pinchot, a New York attor- 
ney, the next witness, declared that 
Government ownership of mines and 
other natural resources which are the 
foundation of industry and labor was 
the “only doctrine in which there is 
any hope” for the alleviation of in- 
dustrial evils. These resources were 
at present controMed by monopolies, 
he said, and this control resuited in 
restriction of labor and empleyment. 
ment. 

Lawson visited John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. yesterday afternoon. 


“If Mr. Rockefeller comes to Colorado 


said Lawson. “There is no feeling 
against him that would take any such 
form as that. I hope he does come; he 
ought to see for himself and hear fron 
men who have been through the 
things we're trying to tell about.’’ 
Lawson came back to the city hall 
from the Standard Oil Building to make 
the most direct and in many ways the 
most bitter attack upon Mr. Rockefeller 
that has marked any of the hearings 
of the commission, not excepting those 
held in Denver, where the strike was 
the specifie subject of inquiry. 
Beginning as a breaker boy in Schuyl- 
kill County, Pa., when he was 8 years 
old, Lawson has been for 36 years a 
working miner or an official of the 
union. His wavy blond hair is well 
shot with gray and his jaw is that of 
aman who knows and tikes fighting. 
He read, with deep feelrng, his statement 
regarding the man whose presence he 
had just left. In it he seid: 
“You can well afford to let the testi- 
mony of John D. Rockefeller Jr. bring 


his mouth came a reason tor every dis- 
content that agitates the laboring class 
in the United States today, and if rem- 
edies are provided for the injustices that 
he discloses a long step will be taken 
away from industrial disturbances, 

“T sat in this room and heard Mr. 
Rockefeller read the list of activities 
that this foundation felt calculated to 
promote the well-being of mankind. A 
wave of horror ewept over me during 
that reading; and I say to you that same 
wave‘is now rushing over the entire 
working class in the United States. 

“Health for China, a refuge for birds, 
food for the Belgians, pensions fer New 
York widows, university training for the 
elect—and. never a thought or a dollar 
for the thousands who starved in Colo- 
rado; for the widows robbed of husbands 
or for the glaring illiteracy of the min- 
ing camps. There are thousands of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s ex-employes in Colorado 
today who wish to God that they were 
in Belgium to be fed or birds to be cared 
for tenderly.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. @®.—Irvin §&. 
Cobb, megasine writer, who spent much 
time in Betgtum and with the German 
armies after the outbreak of hostilities, 
in answering many questions from Con- 
gresamen, officials of the War and) 
Navy Departments and newspaper men 
last night, at the National Press Cluh 
said that every participant in the war 
was jealous of the United States and 
would be glad to see this country dis- 
membered, with the possible exception 
of France and Switzerland. 

Cobb startled his hearers with his de- 
scription of the unsanitary condition of 
the soldiers of all the armies. 

He declared the Zeppelin an absolute 
failure, and said it remained in use 
only because it had become a fetish 
of the Germans. He said the use of 
the Rheims Cathedral by the French 
as an observation tower had forced the 
Germans to attack it, and deried with 
out qualification that the Germans had 
committed atrocities against Belgian 
women and children. 

Answering questions, Cobb advocated 
the keeping of the American navy up to 
the highest standars. He thought ev- 
ery American s«choolvoy should be 
taught to handle a gun and should re- 
ceive military training. 

He said England distrusts the Rus- 
sians and fears they will quit if they 
should defeat Turkey and that the Ger. 
man officers have little regard for : 8: 
prowess of the Austrians. 

Regarding his interview with laa 
Kitchener, which the British War Office 
sought to repudiate, Cobb declared with 
feeling that he had treated the En- 
glish army chieftain “fairly and square- 
ly’’ and purposely refrained froin pub- 
lishing two statements because of his 
heliet that they would cause the British 
War Lord great embarrassment. 

‘‘What, in your opinion, would be the 
resuit of 1,000,000 American volunteers 
hastily mobliized, should be pitted 
against an equal number of German 
voldiery?’’ Cobb Was asked. 

“The Americans would be licked to 
death,” he answered. If they were 
trained, however, he said, there might 
be a different story to tell.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 390.—Another con- 
fident prediction that the country soon 
will enter upon a new era of enterprise 
and prosperity was voiced yesterday by 

' President Wilson in a speech before the 
convention of the American Electric 
Railway Association. 

Speaking to business men and through 
them to the world of business generally, 
the President outlinca wnat tne Demo- 
cratic Congress has tried to accomplish 
through its trust legislation and declared 
that while a test period would be re- 
quired to determine whether the correct 
remedy had beén applied, he believed 

+ tbe “‘maze of interrogation points’

With a common understanding regard- 
ing business reached, he said henceforth 
nobody is going to be suspicious of any 
business just because it is big.

“Apropos of the proposed law to help collectors 
by requiring the registration of all persons mov- 
ing from one house to another, it seems to me 
that this law if passed would likely lead to 
oppression and the public purse be depleted for 
the benefit of individuals and to an extent be 
special legislation.
